The  new  additional  tax  of  10  per  cent, 
.m  imports,  together  with  the  increase  in 
warehouse  charges  and  the  reduction  of 
2  per  cent,  in  the  export  duties  on  coffee. 
su«-ai\  cotton  and  male,  are  to  go  into  ex- 
ecution on  the  nth  instant.  On  and  after 
that  date  the  additional  tax  on  the  schedule 
rates  will  be  (So  instead  of  50  percent.  The 
new  rates  fur  the  customs  warehouses  will 
be  V?  per  cent,  for  the  first  month,  which 
will  be  collected  on  all  entries  whether  they 
remain  in  the  custom  house  or  not.  For 
two  months  the  tax  will  be  1  per  cent,  per 
month;  for  three  months  1  %  percent, 
per  month  ;  and  for  periods  exceeding  three 
months  2  per  cent,  per  month,  or  24  per 
cent,  per  annum  —the  tax  being  levied  upon 
the  duties  imposed  upon  the  goods.  The 
effect  of  these  laws  can  he  no  Other  than  the 
restriction  ol  importation.  The  mercantile 
classes  will  he  obliged  to  import  on  shorter 
time  and  to  carry  lighter  stocks,  lor  the 
simple  reason  that  the  increased  duties  and 
warehouse  taxes  will  increase  the  con  ol 
goods  to  just  that  extent,   with  a  consequent 


The  second  session  ol  die  eighteenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  was  formally  closed  on  the 
28th  ultimo,  after  a  continuous  sitting  ol 
nearly  ten  months.  Technically  this  sitting'  , 
comprised  pans  of  two  sessions  hut  as  the 
closing  of  the  first  session  ami  die  opening 
of  the  second  took  place  on  the  same  day, 
the  silting  may  be  described  as  continuous. 
In  that  time  the  two  chambers  have  succeed- 
ed in  passing  the  regular  budgets  ol 
appropriations  and  receipts,  and  two  im- 
portant measures— one  relating  to  the  grant 
of  patents  or  privileges,  the  other  to  the  legal 
constitution  and  status  of  joint-stock  com- 
panies. The  question  of  the  right  of  prov- 
inces to  levy  additional  import  duties  was 
precipitated     on    this    legislature     by     the

stock.  Of  course  these  increased  taxes  will 
be  met  hv  either  an  increase  in  the  prices  on 
goods,  or  an  equivalent  decrease  in  the 
quality  of  the  goods.  In  either  case  the 
consumer  will  pay  the  tax.  and  suffer  the 
hardships,  The  loss  to  the  mercantile  classes 
will  spring  from  the  restrictions  upon  bus- 
iness and  decreased  consumption.  These 
me  simply  the  elementary  factors  in  this 
problem  of  taxation,  but  they  seem  to  he  as 
yet  but  little  understood  in  parliament  and 
in  the  government.  They  have  yet  to  learn 
the  mysterious  workings  of.  a  tax  upon 
middlemen.  In  die  mailer  of  the  reduction 
in  the  export  taxes  on  coffee,  sugar,  cotton 
and  male,  the  step  is  one  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, and  should  be  hailed  with  pleasure, 
Alter  the  ulh  the  general  export  tax  on  coffee 
will  be  7  instead  of  9  per  cent.,  the  pro- 
vincial tax  of  4  per  cent,  remaining  un- 
changed. 


assume.  Then,  too,  the  law  of  18S1  estab- 
lishes special  favors  for  voluntary  immigra- 
tion, which  favors  would  be  neutralized  b| 
the  terms  of  this  proposed  contract.  In 
conformity  with  these  opinions  the  president 
of  the  province  rejects  the  proposal.  This 
action  is  one  which  merits  the  highest  praise. 
As  much  as  the  province  of  Sao  Paulo 
needs  bee  laborers,  she  can  not  afford  to 
continue  this  mistaken  policy  ol  introducing 
colonists  under  contracts  and  special  privi- 
leges. The  policy  has  always  been  a 
bottomless  quagmire  into  which  Brazil  has 
thrown  both  her  money  and  her  honor. 
While  the  benefits  of  die  system  have  been 
infinitessimal,  the  evils  have  been  immeas- 
urable. Silo  Paulo  has  not  been  a  stranger 
to  these  evils  in  the  past,  and  she  cannot 
afford  to  repeal  die  experience. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Vpiranga  lottery 
commission  inSao  Paulo  on  die  21st  ultimo, 
a  decision  was  finally  attained  upon  that 
interminable  question  as  to  how  the  money 
shall  be  spent.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  first  idea  was  to  erect  an  elaborate 
monument  surmounted  with  a  shaft  ol 
marble,  ami  comprising  various  alegorical 
figures  and  liisloric.il  b  ss-reliefs.  Then 
came  a  change  in  the  scheme,  and  an 
imposing  university  was  proposed  which 
was  to  overshadow  everything  of  the  kind 
in  Brazil.

The  final  outcome  of  die  proposal  of  an 
Italian  steamship  agency  of  this  city  to 
bring  out  ten  thousand  Italian  families  for 
the  province  of  Sao  Paulo  is  an  adverse 
report  from  two  provincial  officials  and  its 
consequent  rejection  by  the  president  of  that 
province.

For 
everv  colonist  so  introduced  the  province 
should  pay  the  petitioners  £\  lor  each  person 

from   14  to  4;;   years  of  age,  ami  £2  lor  each 
minor    from    4    to   13    years.      One    of   the 
reports   against  this   proposal   was  based-' 
and  juslly  SO; — upon   its  indefinite  character, 
No   mention    is    made    of    llie    character  of 
the  proposed  contracts  with  the  planters, 
nor  of  the  fares  to    be  charged  for  the  trans- 
portation ol  the  colonists.  The  two  additions 
specified  were  the  number  of  families  to  be 
introduced,  and  the  per  capita  bounty  to  be 
paid     by    the     province,    leaving  the  other 
conditions   to    whatever     private    terms  the 
parties  interested   could   agree    upon.      The 
other  adverse   report    was   based    upon  the 
coiillict  between    its  conditions  and  those  of 
the  law  of  iSftl,  which  fixed  the  maximum 
bounty  at  40$—  less  than  the  ,£4  proposed— 
and  established  different  proportional  rales  for 
minors.     Besides    that,   the   proposal   calls 
lor  the    payment   of  over    2.

From  late  acbices  from  the   province  o 
Minas  Geraes  it  would  seem  that  steps  have 
already  been  taken  to  carry  out  the  legislative 
authorization     for    the    construction    of  a 
branch   of  the    Dom  Pedro   If  line  to  the 
capital  city   or  Ouro    Prcto.     For  this  pur- 
pose  the    government   has    authorized    an 
expenditure  up  to  20,000,000$.      It  is  idle, 
perhaps,    tit  discuss    ibis    question,    for   the 
simple  reason  that  the  project  was  long  since 
decided     upon.      Furthermore,     the    con-' 
siilerations  leading  to     this  result   are  not 
within  the    confines  ol   discussion.     As    a 
mere  record,  however,  it  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  the  project  adopted  is  radically  wrong. 
In  the  first  place   an  expenditure  of  twenty 
thousand  contos   by    the    government  on  a 
railway  at  this   time    is  a  fatally  mistaken 
policy.     If  it  is  impossible  lor  the  govern- 
ment  to   meet     its    ordinary    expenditures 
without  resorting  to  increased  taxation,  then 
certainly  it   is   full   time   for  decreased  ex- 
penditure.    An    increase  of  this  amount  in 
the  expenditure  should   never  be  incurred. 
In  the  second    place,    die   building  of  such 
a    road  as    projected    is    unnecessary  and 
uncalled    for.     The  freight  and   passenger 
traffic  of  Ouro  Preto  is  a   mere   bagatelle,  so 
insignificant     that     an    ordinary    tramway 
would    meet    ever)-    requirement.      Instead 
it  is    proposed   to  build  an  expensive  broacl- 
guage  road,  for  which  there  is  and  can  never 
be  the  slightest    necessity.     The    neighbor- 
hood   of  Ouro     Preto    will    never     he    an 
important  agricultural   region,    and  is  not 
likely    therefore    to    require    anything  more 
than  the   cheapest    facilities   for  transporta- 
tion.    At  present   Ouro   Preto    is   nothing 
more  than  the   capital  of  the  province,  and 
its  official  character  gives  it  its    chief  claim 
upon   the  outside  world.     Ii  has  compara- 
tively   nothing  to  export,    ils    imports    are 
hardly  enough  lor    a    tramway,     ami   its 
passenger  traffic  is  but  litde  more  than  that 
made  necessary  bv  the   exigencies  of  public 
business.     For  so  small  and  unimportant  a 
place    an    expensive    railway    is  about     as 
necessary  as  a   ship  canal.     Then,   too,    if 
we    mistake     not,    these   interior    towns    of 
Minas  Geraes  are  practically  decaying.  There 
is  actually  less  life  and  entei  prise  now  than 
in  colonial  days.     In  the  lace  of  such  decay 
a  railway  is  worse  than  useless;  it  is  nothing 
less  than  a  waste  of  money.     And  then,  in 
the  third   place,    there    have   already    been 
projects  proposed   for  the  construction  of  a 
cheaper   line  of  railway  to  this  place,     If 
private  capitalists,    under  au    interest  guar- 
antee, are  willing  to  build  a-  narrow-gunge 
road,    why    not    let   them  do    it?     The  ex- 
penditure both  for  construction  and  opera- 
tion will  be  much  less,  and  the  eventual  loss 
will    be    correspondingly   reduced.     Every 
necessity  tit"  Oum  Prcto    will  be  fully  served, 
ami    the    public    treasury  will    be  delivered 
from    a   burden    which    it    can    ill    allbrd  to 
undertake.     In  view  of  these  considerations- 
it    is  clear  thai  the    projected    extension  of 
the  Dom    Pedro  1!    line    is    ill-advised  and 
mistaken,

r  1883,  which  has  just  been 
sanctioned,  shows  the  following  figures:  disburse- 
ments $(.  29,468,000;  available  resources,  $f.  29,- 
500,000  ;  leaving  an  apparent  surplus  of  $f,  32,000, 
which,  when  we  remember  the  numerous  supple- 
mentary credits,  and  other  unforeseen  and  un- 
provided-for  expenses  that  have  arisen  of  late,  is 
verv  small  indeed.  This  year's  revenue  up  to  tlm 
end  of  September,  has  amounted  to  $f.  16,544.000, 
which  comes  to  exactly  the  proportion  estimated  for 
next  year,  without  taking  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  what  remain  of  the  year  is,  generally 
speaking,  the  busiest  part. 

— Since  our  last  review  for  the  packet,  the  second 
year  uf  President  Root's  administration  has  been 
completed,  and  though  it  is  painfully  evident  that 
the  regulation  30  per  cent,  must  be  deduced  from 
his  friend's  brilliant  anticipations  wilh  regard  to  ihe 
fruits  of  the   same,    we  cannot  say  thai,    all  things 

considered,  Ins  administration  has  come  below  the 
mark  attained  by  any  of  his  predecessors.  It  is  true

810;  30,573  agricultural  machines,  implements  and 
vehicles,  valued  at  $[.4,902,430;  or  a  total  of 
values    including    the  land,  of  $£25,209,439, 

—Tlie  proposed  society  of  Messrs  Manocl 
Ocampo,  Samanes  and  Marcos  Amar  for  establish- 
ing in  the  Ocampo  colony,  in  tiie  Chaco,  a  large 
sugar  establishment,  has  been  definitely  formed. 
The  machinery  intended  for  the  manufacture  of 
the  sugar  has  been  bought  in  Europe  and  will 
arrive  at  Buenos  Ayres  early  next  year.  Messrs. 
Ocampo  believe  ihal  in  a  year  after  the  cane  has 
been  planted  they  will  be  able  to  turn  out  t0o,ooo 
arrobes  of  sugf.r.

And,  furthermore,  every  good 
observer  can  not  fail  to  see  thai  these 
■prices  haw  actually  fallen  below  the  profit 
line  in  Brazilian  production,  and  that  the 
planter-is  not  reducing  Uie  costs  of  produc- 
tion to  meet  the  emergency.  In  view  or. the 
fact  that  Barao  do  Rio  Bonilo  is  widely 
known  to    be  oile  of  ih,;  foremost  coffee 

peeled  that  same  practical  remedy  wuuld 
be  proposed  for  the  ills  afflicting  tins 
industry.  He  rendered  good  service,  how- 
ever, in  pointing  out  some  of  die  causes 
which  have  led  to  this  result:  high  taxes 
high  transportation  tariffs,  the  loss  of  credit 
and  capital,  and  the  labor  difficulties  causal 
by  the  emancipation  law  of  1871  and  the 
scarcity  of  free  labor.  When,  however, 
he  pleads  for,  the  system  11  iw  in  vogue,  and 
calls  upon  the  government  for  aid.  he 
certainly  tails  to  meet  the  real  exigencies  of 
tin.'  question.  It  is  not  ignorance  of  the 
climate  of  Brazil  -as  inferred  by  Dr.  Avel- 
laneda  and  supported  by  Barao  do  Rio 
Bonilo-- that  carries  die  stream  of  foreign 
emigration  past  Brazilian  doors  to  those  of 
the  Argentine  Republic,  It  is  nothing  less 
than  die  knowledge  that  the  immigrant 
stands  no  chance  in  this  country  for  better- 
ing bis  condition,  and  that  the  law-  and 
usages  are  nil  against  him.  Explain  ii  as 
we  may,  the  unpleasant  liict  still  remains 
that  the  curse  of  slavery  has  so  tainted  tins 
land  and  its  people  that  foreign  emigration 
turns  awav  from  them  unconsciously.  Suit 
was  in  the  southern  section  uf  the  United 
States  in  the  days  of  slavery  :  so  it  is  and 

men  to  look  upon  manual  labor  as  degrad- 
ing and  upon  all  who  engage  in  it  as 
servile.  The  emigrant  knows  this,  however 
poor  and  ignorant  he  may  be.  And  then, 
ton,  the  unhappy  experiences  in  voire  past 
are  perfectly  well-known  to  emigrants,  and 
they  are  little  likely  to  follow  in  ills  foul- 
steps  of  du.se  who  have  suffered  so  much  of 
hardship  and  indignity  in  the  years  past, 
I;  will  be  years  before  the  English  will 
attempt  another  t'anan-'a.  or  the  Mennun- 
ites  will  reclaim  their  worthless  campus  in 
Parana*.

laid  great  stress— the  agriculturists  are  pur- 
sing a  mere  will-n'-the  wisp.  An  industry 
which  can  n.a  live  without  gnvcrnm.au 
support,  or  artificial  help,  is  better  :W-m]. 
When,  however,  this  extraneous  assistance  is 
sought  from  an  overburdened  government 
whose  revenue  is  derived  from  an  overtaxed 
people,  the  case  is  one  winch  is  self* con- 
demned. Barao  do  Rio  Ii  mho  complains 
that  agriculturists  are  burdened  with  taxa- 
tion, both  on  exports  and  imparls;  and 
then  he  asks  for  loan  banks  from  the  govern- 
ment for  the  aid.  if  bis  class.  If  these  credit 
facilities  are' to  be  afforded,  it  can  only  In- 
done  through  the  government's  guarantee 
—and  that  means  new  msponsibilities  fora 
treasury  for  whose  present  support  these 
taxes  are  levied.  It  ought  to  be  perfectly 
clear  to  the  Brazilian  planter  that  the  only 
way  to  reduce  taxation  is  to  reduce  the 
operations  and  expenditures  of  the  govern- 
ment, fust  as  long  as  the  functions  of 
government  are  made  to  embrace  the 
execution  and  management  of  expensive 
railways,  the  guarantee  of  profits  on  others 
and  upon  all  kinds  of  private  enter]. rises, 
and  the  general  supervision  and  relief  oi 
all  sorts  ..I"  weak-kneed  industries,  just  so 
Itmg  will  commerce  and  agriculture  be 
overtaxed.  Commerce  is  already  burdened 
with  taxes  almost  to  the  extreme  of  extinc- 
tion; agriculture  has  thus  far  largely  escaped. 
but  her  time  is  rapidly  approaching.      Ha  I 


these  two  representative  planters,  who  have 
just  had  the  rare  opportunity  of  a  most 
favorable  hearing,  taken  the  stand  of 
industrial  independence  and  private  initia- 
tive, they  might  have  rendered  an  inest- 
imable service,  They  should  have  counseled 
their  colleagues  to  throw  off  this  enervating 
dependence  upon  government,  There  is 
infinitely  more  to  gain  than  there  is  to  lose. 
If  they  have  not  capital  and  labor  enough 
lu  carry  on  their  present  establishments, 
then  let  them  cut  down  the  establishments 
and  work  within  their  means.  No  system 
ol  business  or  of  industrial  development  can 
warrant  such  a  wholesale  policy  of  working 
on  borrowed  capital.  It  'would  be  fatal  to 
any  people,  ami  especially  to  the  agricultural 
classes  where  the  profits  are  small  and 
rest  He  ted  to  economical  personal  manage- 
ment. One  of  the  great  needs  of  this  country 
is  the  system  of  small  plantations  worked 
by  their  own  proprietors.  The  system  "oi 
great  estates  and  servile  labor  is  one  which 
is  very  rarely  successful,  and  which  never 
results  to  the  advantage  of  the  laboring 
classes,  For  these  reasons  —  reasons  of 
humanity  as  well  as  .self-interest  —  this 
country  should  encourage  no  system  which 
tends  to  build  up  a  favored  class  at  (he 
expense  of  the  masses.  It  is  a  subject  not 
touched  upon  in  the  addresses  before  the 
C'entrodo  (Jommercio  e  Lavoura,  but  it  is 
an  important  one  nevertheless. 

We  are  glad  to  note  dial  the  president  of 
the  produce  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Deseinbnr- 
gador  Baiiaido  Avelino  Gaviao  Peixoto, 
has  vetoed  the  bill  of  the  provincial  assembly 
granting  an  interest  guarantee  to  a  central 
usiue  at  Macahe.  We  have  once  before 
referred  to  the  mistaken  provisions  of  this 
measure,  and  ^ayc  our  reasons  for  believing 
it  to  be  mistaken  and  pernicious.  It  was 
proposed  to  grant  a  monopoly  and  a  '.  per 
cent,  guarantee  on  600,000$  to  an  enter- 
prise, from  which  it  was  generally  conceded 
the  .stockholders  would  receive  from  12  to 
30  per  cent,  a  year.  In  exchange  for  these 
advantages  the  bill  required  die  company  to 
supply  the  city  of  Macahe  with  drinking 
water  and  light,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  municipal  authorities. 
The  water  supply  was  to  be  not  less  than 
150  liters  per  inhabitant,  and  the  public 
illumination  was  to  be  either  with  gas  or 
electricity,  to  be  determined  by  the  mun- 
icipal council.  In  vetoing  tins  project 
President  Gaviao  Peixoto  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  nine  similar  concessions  for  the 
province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  have  already 
been  granted  by  the  general  government, 
covering  an  aggregate  capital  of  5,600,000$ 
and  located  for  the  most  [.art  in  the  eastern 
municipalities  •■>(  the  province.  According 
to  the  bases  established  in  these  concessions 
the  requirements  on  the  projected  .Macahe 
usiue  are  onerous.  For  an  establishment 
with  a  capital  of  500,000$  the  genera!  gov- 
ernment requires  a  grinding  capacity  of 
20,000,000  kilogrammes  in  100  days.  In 
this  project  the  capital  is  placed  at  600,- 
000$  and  the  grinding  capacity  at  30, 000.- 
coo  kilogrammes,  or  an  increase  over  the 
general  government  requirements  of  one- 
third  in  the  capacity  to  correspond  with  an 
increase  of  one-sixth  in  the  capital.  If  to 
this  the  conditions  of  furnishing  Macahe' 
with  water  and  light  be  added,  President 
Gavi?0  Peixoto  believes  that  the  conces- 
sion will  be  nothing  else  than  adding  an- 
other burden  to  the  province.  The  water 
supply  of  .Macahe  has  already  been  estim- 
ate 1  to  cost  i86,oCo$,  and  the  costs  of 
public  illumination  have  not  yet  been 
determined.  The  public  burdens  bcin: 
already  very  heavy,  and  the  increase  in  rev 
enue  being  light,  the  president  of  the 
province  very  wisely  concludes  that  it  would 
b-'  an  error  to  assume  any  further  burdens 
at  ibis  time.     It  is  to  be  regretted,  in  this 


connection,  that  President  Gaviao  Peixoto 
did  go  not  further  into  die  question,  and  base 
his  veto  on  a  question  of  principle.  He 
should  have  stamped  out  this  pernicious 
policy  of  shifting  public  improvements  and 
burdens  of  this  character  upon  private 
parties,  in  exchange  for  the  concession  ol  a 
privileged  monopoly.  Both  practices  are 
essentially  and  radically  wrong.  If  a  city 
needs  water  and  light,  then  let  its  inhab- 
itants pay  for  them.  To  require  a  private 
corporation  to  supply  them,  in  exchange 
for  some  desired  monopoly,  is  simply  an 
outrage.  There  is  not  one  single  feature 
the  whole  project  that  is  not  wrong.  If 
the  president  ol  Rib  de  Janeiro  had  taken 
advantage  of  the  occasion  to  read  the 
provincial  assembly  a  much  needed  lecture 
on  the  rudiments  of  political  economy,  he 
would  have  rendered  an  important  public 
service  in    addition    to   that  covered  bv  his 


THE  NECESSITIES  OF 
AGRICULTURE, 

The  first  address  in  the  scries  of  confer- 
ences in  connection  with  the  coffee  exhibi- 
tion at  the  Typographia  Nacional,  w.s  held 
on  the  evening  of  die  30th  tilt,,  the  speaker 
being  the  Barao  do  Rio  Bonito,  one  of  die 
most  prominent  and  successful  planters  in 
Hrax.il.  His  address  was  upon  the.  "neces- 
sities ol  agriculture,"  and  may  be  accepted 
as  a  fair  statement  of  the  views  of  the  real 
[.laming  class.  We  say  real,  because  those 
planters  whose  whole  life  is  spent  in  politics 
and  cities  can  not  justly  be  considered  as 
fair  types  of  agriculturists,  and  are  not 
therefore  competent  to  express  the  views, of 
those  whose  lives  are  chiefly  spent  upon 
their  plantations.  The  remarks  pf  the 
speaker,  as  freely  translated  from  ihc'fomal's 
report,  were  as  follows : 

The  orator  painted  in  the  liveliest  colors 
the  feeling  of  doubt  and  discouragement 
felt  by  the  planters  from  whom  much  has 
been  asked,  to  whom  much  has  been 
promised,  who  have  been  made  to  bear  the 
maximum  of  contributions  notwithstanding 
that  nothing  has  been  granted  them.  For 
the  sake  ot  the  emancipation  question  the 
planter  has  been  treated  as  if  he  was  a  being 
outside  the  Brazilian  communion,  The 
sentiment  of  emancipation,  however,  does 
not  belong  exclusively  to  anv  one  class. 
The  planter  also  has  it.  His' question  is 
in  regard  to  the  mode  of  resolving  the 
problem.  The  emancipation  propaganda 
has  frightened  capital  from  agriculture  so 
that  it  lacks  the  means  of  progressing,  ft  is 
a  mistake  to  say  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
Capital  ;  what  is  lacking  is  the  means  of 
mobilizing  the  capital  possessed  by  the 
planting  class,  the  richest  in  the  country, 
for  the  development  of  agriculture  and  of 
public  wealth. 

Referring  to  the  question  of  colonization, 
the  orator  cited  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Avella- 
neda  to  the  effect  that  the  current  uf  colon- 
ization depends  on  the  diffusion  of  know- 
ledge, in  Europe,  in  regard  to  the  climatic 
conditions  of  the  country.  This  propaganda 
should  be  done  by  the  executive  power 
through  its  diplomatic  and  consular  agents, 
and  through  the  press.  Spontaneous  im- 
migration passes  Brazil  and  goes  to  the 
Argentine  Republic  because  there  money 
has  been  spent  to  attract  it  and  the  propa- 
ganda has  been  established.  Everything 
respecting  the  emigrant  to  the  Argentine 
Republic  is  known  in  Europe.  '  Brazil 
has  spent  uselessly  hundreds  of  COntOS  for 
colonization.  One  difficulty  is  the  lack  of 
a  law  of  labor  contracts  {locally  de  servifot) 
to  guarantee  bilateral  contracts.  The  con- 
tracts made  by  official  agents  have  been  of 
no  benefit  to  the  planters.  The  orator  has 
i-een  mure  than  six  hundred  of  these  contracts 
in  which  shoemakers,  tailors,  etc.,  have 
been  contracted  for  plantation  service. 

As  regards  the  substitution  of  slave  labor, 
the  orator  confides  in  and  is  guided  by 
the  law  of  the  2St.l1  of  September.  The 
loyalty  with  which  the  planters  have  c -.im- 
plied with  this  law  is  well  known.  They 
have  gone  beyond  the  law  and,  in  the  large 
number  of  liberations  granted,  the  planters 
have,  at  their  own  cost,  done  more  than  all 
the  emancipation  associations.  Moreover, 
the   mortality  among   the  free  children  on 


the  plantations  is  less  than  in  the  cities  of 
Europe.  Notwithstanding  these  facts,  ac- 
cusations are  still  brought  against  the 
planter  in  regard  to  the  servile  element. 
The  question  of  emancipation  presents 
difficulties  to  the  planter  because  he  sees, 
as  was  foreseen  16  years  ago,  that  he  is 
without  means  of  mobilizing  his  capital, 
and  is  without  credit  because  the  emancipa- 
tion propaganda  has  contributed  to  this 
result.  He  sees  daily,  however,  the  volcano 
over  which  he  is  placed.  The  transforma- 
tion of  labor  might  perhaps  be  made  in 
such  a  way  as  to  reduce  the  planters  to  the 
position  of  the  English  landholders.  They 
would  not  be  the  only  ones  to  suffer  in  this 
case,  but  the  state  and  e\-Qry  one  in  the  ■ 
empire  would  suffer  also. 

'lie  budget  just  voted,  while  it  diminishes 
the  unreasonable  export  duties  by  2  per 
cent,  in  favor  of  agriculture,  adds' 10  per 
cent,  to  the  import  duties,  which  also  falls 
upon  agriculture,  The  protests  of  the 
Centra  da  Lamurd  e  do  Comme.no  were 
either  disregarded,    or  only   atte  ided  to  in 

I  very  small  part.  What  agriculture  needs, 
s  money.  It  is  thought  that  it  begs  alms, 
vhile  what  it  needs  is  the  representative  of 
ts  own  value.     To  obtain  this,  it  must  give 

the  greatest  possible  guarantee  for  redemp- 
tion. We  attempted  to  reform  the  mortgage 
law,  but  the  Senate  in  its  wisdom  rejected 
the  project,  What  we  asked  was  to  be  able 
to  make  an  anticipated  sale  of  our  products. 
These  mortgage  titles  would  be  a  true  paper 
money  ;  capital  now  withheld  would  seek 
them  because  coffee  is  the  gold  of  Brazil.  The 
state  had  every  thing  to  gain  with  this,  and 
it  has  not  yet  been  estimated  how  many 
thousand  of  contos  such  an  emission  would 
amount  to,  This  project,  however,  was 
not  only  rejected,  but  it  was  made  impossible 
for  the  planters  to  move.  The  efforts  to 
establish  banks  through  the  law  of  1S75 
have  been  fruitless.  Agricultural  values  be- 
ing depreciated  and  the  planters  unable  to 
move  to  obtain  money,  they  are  handcuffed. 
They  are  tied  to  a  post,  and  then  ordered 
to  march. 

The  planter  lias  been  reproached  because 
he  does  not  adopt  localized  cultivation,  be- 
cause he  devastates  the  forests,  because  he 
does  not  import  colonists.  Coffee  must  be 
planted  in  good  soil,  and  localized  cultiva- 
tion costs  many  times  the  value  of  the  soil. 

II  it  is  followed  in  some  parts  of  Europe, 
there  are  others  where  it  is  not.  It  requires 
laborers  which  Brazil  does  not  possess  ;  and 
while  it  may  be  adopted  in  some  provinces 
time  will  be  required  for  its  introduction 
into  that  of  Riode  Janeiro. 

Even  if  these  great  enterprises  were  pos- 
sible, where  is  the  money  to  come  from  with 
which  to  realize  them.  The  planter  lacks 
money,  lacks  credit,  and  there  are  no  banks 
prepared  to  advance  him  money  for  a  long 
term  with  the  exception  of  the  Bank  of  Bra- 
zil which  is  hampered  by  law  and  has  too 
small  a  capital  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  four 
nearest  provinces.  The  aids  promised  eigh- 
teen years  ago  are  still  witheld,  The  plan- 
ter is  asked  to  work  harder,  to  condemn 
himself  10  isolation,  and  to  keep  away  from 
the  city  in  order  not  to  spend  money.  In 
the  defense  of  his  colleagues  the  orator  pro- 
tests against  this  insinuation.  Not  80  per 
cent,  of  the  planters  of  Riode  Janeiro  know 
the  city,  or  spend  more  time  there  than  is 
absolutely  necessary.  The  Paulista  plan- 
ters live  differently ;  they  trequent  the  cen- 
tres of  population  and  this  is  perhaps  the 
reason  uf  the  greater  progress  of  that  center 
■J  t*r\zilian  activity  It  is  durable  that  th.. 
planters  should  know  each  other  better,  that 
they  should  unite  in  clubs  and  associations 
to  treat  of  their  mutual  interests. 

The  legislature  grants  thousands  of  contos 
in  guarantees  to  railroads,  without  a  proper 
calculation  of  what  they  can  produce. 
Hence  the  freights  are  excessive  and  weigh 
fatally  on  the  planters.  On  lop  of  all  these 
evils  came  the  fall  in  the  price  of  coffee. 
I  Ins  is  tizit,  sign  of  death  fur  the  co  lee 
industry,  but  it  is  an  evil  that  will  not  be 
immediately  remedied.  The  whole  question 
reduces  itself  to  being  able  to  produce 
cheaply. 

Idie  second  address  was  given  on  the  1st 
instant  by  Dr.  Francisco  Uelisario,  a  deputy 
in  the  General  Assembly,  and  a  planter  in 
the  province  of  Minas  Geracs,  and  dca'.t 
with  the  present  state  of  coffee  cultivation. 
Unlike  his  predecessor  the  speaker  is  one  of 
those  who  know  more  of  politics  than  of  the 
vital  necessities  of  agriculture,  hence  his 
exposition    lacks   those    practical    features

which  the  subject  suggests.  The  main 
points  of  his  address,  as  taken  from  the 
G'nzfAi  A  JWirfiiJ,  were  as  follows  :  | 

The  lecturer  began  by  saying  that  a  few  | 
davs  ago  he  had  seen  a  leading  article  in  a 
newspaper  of  this  province  which,  under 
another  heading,  discussed  die  same  subject 
as  this  conference. 

After  describing  the  position  of  collee 
planting,  this  paper,  in  view  "I  the  com- 
petition which  is  developing  around  coffee, 
and  of  its  consumption  being  so  much  below 
production,  advised  the  planters  to  abandon 
this  product,  unless  they  wished  to  see  then 
property  sieved  upon  by  their  creditors. 

Well'  this  opinion  was  the  reflex  of  the 
opinion  of  a  paper  published  in  this  capital 
But.  I  would  ask,  have  things  already  reached 
this  pass  J  Can  such  advice  be  tolloweu . 

In  Brazil  the  coffee  plantations  represen 
the  most  important  national  properly  and 
if  once  they  are  abandoned  it  will  be 
impossible  to  re-establish  them  ...  their 
primitive  stale  except  at  almost  insuperable 
difficulty  and  enormous  expense. 

The  crisis  produced  by  the  decline  in  the 
value  of  coffee  has  become  all  the  more 
serious  on  account  of  the  planters  ahead, 
being  lace  to  face  with  the  land  and  labor 
questions.  Whence  came  this  crisis.  It 
cunie  from  the  excess  of  production,  as  lias 
happened  in  other  countries,  with  the  dif- 
ference thai  the  increased  production  ol  Brazil 
arose  from  another  cause. 

When  the  law  of  the  28th  September  was 
voted  the  planters  saw  thalthe  state  ol  tilings 
which  had  existed  up  10  then  could  last  no 
longer,  and  therefore,  among  other  ex- 
pedients  to  which  they  resorted  they  opened 
u„  new  zones  for  their  plantations  Asa 
natural  result  it  is  evident  that  production 
must  increase  extraordinarily,  lor  die  plan- 
tations were  laid  out  in  virgin  soil. 

Still  other  reasons  came  to  increase  that 
process,  one  of  the  principal  and  most 
recent  being  the  absence  ol  host  .11  S.  laid" 
and  the  Parahyba  zone,  the  absence  ol 
drou^hl,  and  the  resources  employed  to  kil- 
the  animals  which  injured  the  plantations. 

Elsewhere  1  have  already  urged  die  gov- 
ernment to  assist  the  planters  at  tins  trying 
time.  The  result  of  my  efforts  is  known, 
and  i  will  pass  into  other  topics. 

Recalling  the  crisis  which  sugar-plant- 
in"   underwent   some  years  ago.    ami   the 
remedies  then  suggested,  such  as  labor-saving 
machinery,!  would  ask;    Can  the  same  re- 
marks be  applied  to  collee?     Hie  method 
of  cultivating  coffee   inliraz.il    has  been  im- 
posed by  tl.e  fatality  of  circumstances;  not 
being  able  to    augment    ils  yield,  coffee 
has  therefore  sprung  from  the  virgin  sol.  | 
1  cannot  agree  with  an    illustrious  Brazil- 
ian whohas  pronounced  against  the  destruc- 
t  „n  of  the  forests,  and  criticised  die   means 
employed  by  the  planters  to  reap  the  great- 
est results  Irom  their  labors.     In  Ins  opinion 
the  time   has  come  lor  the  planters  to  study 
the  best  means  of  exchanging  extended    lor 
restricted  cultivation,  giving,   in  collection 
with  this  subject,   important   consideration 
to  the  question  of  letting  the  m.l  he  fallow. 
This  is  a  most  important  point,  lor  it  relates 
to  the  value  ol  property  ill  which  enormous 
capital  has  been  invested,   and  which  alter 
some  time  does  not  represent  the  value  it 
ought  to  on  account  ol  die  exhaustion  ol  tl.e 

Soil.  , 

Alter  some  remarks  about  the  use  ol 
fertilizers,  on  land  and  for  crops,  winch, 
harvested  in  live  weeks  in  Ceylon,  require 
six  months  to  harvest  in  Brazil  on  account 
of  the  difficulty  of  the  work,  entailing  an 
apprenticeship  of  at  least  two  years,  the  lec- 
turer proceeded  to  say  that  the  question  ol 
pruning  was  ol  no  slight  importance  to  the 
coffee  planter,  because  very  often  the  lead- 
in"  shoots  were  removed  in  the  pruning, 
which  was  a  source  of  incalculable  loss. 
He  discussed  at  some  length  and  praised 
the  high  standard  reached  by  Brazil  in  the 
methods  of  preparing  coffee  lor  market,  and 
pronounced  against  the  use  ol  coloring 
matter,  by  the  planters.  Keemng  to  trans- 
port  charges,  he  asserted  that  the  tag  0 
coffee  which  can  be  shipped  hence  to  the 
United  Slates  lor  800  reis  by  steamer  and 
between  4CO  and  800  reis  by  sailing  vessel, 
costs  the  planter  2<S5°°  '»  « n,d  b?  "'  !'"m 
Porto  Novo  station  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  (a  dis- 
tance of  261   kilometeis). 

The  lecturer,  after  dealing  with  the  subject 
of  taxation  which  so  weighs  down  tl.e  agric- 
ultural ciascss,  concluded  by  a  reference  to 
,,e  question  of  slavery,  and  recommended 
those  interested  not  I"  be  alarmed  at  the 
emancipation   propaganda.
